Well, t is a good, 
clear, definite statement; and certainly this 
one modern picture has done more for Mr. B. 
Trovato than all the other pictures in the 
world, full of form and meaning. I venture 
to hazard that he got nothing so crisp and 
comprehensive from them. 

Furthermore, there is another point I would 
remind Mr. Trovato about. t is a recog- 
nised fact that aesthetic appreciation, when 
it is keen, tends in the direction of formless- 
ness and meaninglessness. Great art work 
invariably strikes out a new environment for 
the mind of the recipient, and this new 
world of experience is always at first vague 
and confused. It is righ} that it should 
be so; for art is nothi if not a new 
creation, and, in the ap h to new vistas 
or phases of creation, the old outlines are 
apt to get somewhut blurred. ’ 

I do not think, however, that Mr. B. 
Trovato’s young friend knows very much 
more about these things than Mr. B. vatu 
does himself. I am writing to suggest to 
Mr. B. Trovato not to pay so much atten- 
tion to his friend’s remarks, but to think 
about things a little for himself. Many a 
good, sane mind has often sincerely prayed 
to be delivered from form and meaning.

LIQUIDATOR’S AFFIDAVIT. 


Before the Master of the Rolls, in the 
matter of the Companies Acts, 1908 to 1917, 
and in the matter of the Fine Chemicals, Ltd. 
(in oe a 

Mr. H. J. Moloney (instructed by Messrs. 
Porter, Morris and Co.) applied on behalf of 
Walter Conan, liquidator, for an order that he 
might be at liberty to distribute the assets of 
the company without regard to the claim of 
Bernard Halligan as a creditor. He also ap- 
plied on behalf of the liquidator for directions 
of the Court and for the necessary authority to 
summon a mieeting of the creditors, The 
affidavit of Walter Conan, of 2 Arkendale 
road, Kingstown, Co. Dublin, the liquidator, 
set out that the company was incorporated in 
November, 1919, as a private company, having 
an authorised capital of £25,000. As far as 
he could ascertain from the books of the 
company, in or about £23,500 of the nominal 
capital was actually subscribed to April, 1922, 
the date of the rearrangement of shares. The 
company was formed primarily for the purpose 
of taking over as a going concern the busi- 
ness of wholesale and retail manufacturing 
chemists hitherto known as and carried on 
by the Apothecaries’ Hall, Dublin. By 
——— resolution of the company passed on 
the 26th April, 1920, the ca ital of the 
company was increased to {000 by the 
creation of 15,000 Ordinary Shares of £1 each, 
and the company was converted into a public 
company, and certain alterations and amend- 
ments were made in the articles of associa- 
tion of the company. On the 26th February 
1925, the company resolved to wind up, an 
deponent was appointed liquidator. In 
August, 1923, he was forced to the conclusion 
that it was impossible either to sell the busi- 
ness as a going concern or to reconstruct 
the company, and he took steps to wind up 
the business As far as he could ascertain, 
the apg was wholly insolvent, and it 
would not be possible to pay the creditors 
more than 5s. in the £. 

The total liabilities came to about £27,000 
of which £14,000 was partly secured, an 
the assets would not realise more than about 
£15,000. From his investigation of the 
affairs of the company it appeared that the 
management of the affairs and business of 
| the company was entrusted to Mr. Bernard 
Halligan, who was one of the directors of the 
company, and was appointed managing 
director by a minute of the Board dated Ist 
November, 1921, and the active control of 
the business seemed to have been left entirely 
in his hands. From his investigation of the 
books it seemed to him (Mr. Conan) perfectly 
clear that the company was managed and its 
records and accounts were kept in a fashion 
which was not only lax and careless, but 
showed a complete ea for many of the 
regulations provided by the Companies Acts. 
There was noticeably one entry in the ledger 
in Mr. Halligan’s handwriting creating a false 
asset of £1,000 transferred in his own and 
the other directors’ names to their credit in 
capital account, Under the management of 
Mr. Halligan the company arranged to run as 
subsidiary companies departments of the busi- 
ness. On the Sr October, 1922, a resolution 
was passed by the directors instructing Mr. 
Halligan to proceed to the United States for 
the purpose of effecting the issue of such 
capital there as might be found possible. On 
his arrival in America he meet | on his own 
authority a prospectus containing a number 
of statements which were untrue. Some per- 
sons were stated to be directors who were not 
in fact directors. By resolution of the Board 

assed on the 6th February, 1923, Mr. 

alligan, while still in America, was called 
ye to resign from his directorate, and 
shortly afterwards the company went into 
liquidation. 

Mr. Halligan had now returned from 
America, and he (Mr. Conan), as a result of 
inquiries, discovered that he was staying at 
14 Railway road, Dalkey, Co. Dublin, and 
he had made no return to the company or 
gave any account of what he did when in 
America. 

Counsel then read an affidavit by Bernard 
Halligan, of Fortview Villa, Strand road, 
Clontarf, who stated, in reference to the 
entry containing an alleged false asset of 
£1,000, that the practice of writing up assets, 
such as buildings, had been consistently fol- 
lowed by banking and other public companies 
where the cost of building began to rise. He 
dealt with the allegations contained in Mr. 
Conan’s affidavit, and said that he was of 
opinion that the resolution authorised him to 
take every step which the position of affairs 
in America seemed to demand in order to 
raise money for the company. He had made 
several reports from America, and went on to 
refer to the averments concerning the alleged 
laxity in keeping the accounts. This laxity 
did not prevent ‘Mr. Conan from insinuating 
charges against him (Mr. Halligan) and 
others, which charges could be made solely 
upon the theory according to which the 
accounts were in a perfect condition. No 
cheques were received by him in America; he 
did not receive sufficient money for his ex- 
penses, and he received no money in pay- 
ment of salary, either during the American 
trip or for any period subsequent thereto. 

Mr. A. Lynn (instructed by Mr. Sean 
OhUadhaigh),. who appeared for Mr. 
Halligan, said that his client claimed that he 
had Vase employed at a salary of £50 a 
month, and there was £425 due to him, in 
addition to £362 for travelling expenses. 

The Master of the Rolls referred the matter 
to Chambers to take an account of the 
arrears of salary and travelling expenses due 
to Mr. Halligan b the company, and 
further an account of all moneys payable by 
Mr. Halligan and received by him for the 
company.

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A National Programme. 


Cumann na nGaedheal held its first 
annual convention yesterday in Dublin. 
If this body desires to be a real factor 
in national development, it must take Mr. 
John MacNeill’s seriously to 
heart. In former years the work of 
successive Nationalist organisations was 
deyoted almost entirely to two objects— 
the winning of Home Rule and the settle- 
ment of the land question. To-day both

“4 objects~-have been achieved. ‘How sdoes 


Cumann na nGaedheal propose to fill the 
vacuum?’ Its activities hitherto have been 
wholly political: it nominated and “ran ' 
candidates in support of President Cos- 
graves programme at the last general 
election. If it confines itself to such 


efforts: in future, it will be merely an 
electoral machine; but, if it widens its 


ment of national progress. It has hundreds 
of members in every one of the twenty-six 
counties, and it could train every member 
to be a good citizen. By means of a pro- 
gramme of civic, agricultural-and industria] 
education the Cumann speedily could raise 
the whole standard of living in the Free 
State. President Cosgrave insisted yesterday 
on the nation’s need of three things— 
economy, hard work, and a spirit of pride 
that will refuse either to offer or to accept 
“soft, jobs.” Here is an admirable gospel 
for the Cumann na nGacdheal, ‘It will 
never be fulfilled, however, by the mere 
passing of politica] resolutions, 

The revival of the frontier issue may 
furnish an early test of our people's 
political intelligence. The conference.which 
wil] be held on Friday at Downing street 
does not represent any “new move” by 
the new British Government. Mr. Baldwin. 
arranged it. some time ago, and President 
Cosgrave and Sir James Craig then agreed 
to attend it, without prejudice to their 
well-known views on the boundary ques- 
tion.. Their acceptance still holds good, 
and both will meet the British Govern- 
ment’s representatives on. Friday, There 
must be some. significance, however, in 
the fact that Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s 
Government, in its first busy days of 
office, has hastened to address itself to 
this very delicate task. We prefer to 
regard its urgency as of. good omen. 
It cannot be the interest of the 
British Government, and certainly it is 
not the interest of the Free State Govern- 
ment, that bitter conflict should be stirred 
in Ireland at a time when peace is the 
first necessity of mational progress. It is 
said that Mr. J. H. Thomas accepted the 
office of Colonial Secretary chiefly because 
it would give him some influence in Irish 
affairs. Mr. Thomas knows our country, 
North and South, and sincerely desires its 
welfare; and his genius for conciliation 
has been proved in many industrial crises, 
If the boundary ques:ion must be revived 
now, it could. not be revived, perhaps, 
under more fajourable ‘auspices. We shall 
not despair of a satisfactory solution if the 
two Irish Governments will approach the 
problem in a spirit of patience and good- 
will. 

The Minister for Agriculture made a 
really important speech at yesterday's 
convention. Mr. Hogan has the root 
of the matter in him, and his pro- 
gramme is full of ptomise for the 


country. Agriculture, our stable industry, 


maintains seventy per cent. of the popula- 
tion. The legs of the tripod that support 
the Free State and her fortunes are dairy- 


: ing, live ‘stock and poultry, We must 
| produce milch cows that will beat Danish

The Government intends to pass laws 
which will help good farmers to secure 
good markets and will leave bad farmers 
to the fate that they deserve; but. it fore- 
sees a time when, as a result of reformed 
education, there will be few bad farmers 
in the Free State. It will introduce 
legislation immediately for the grading 
of butter and eggs, and thus “ will put 
a prémium on efficiency by giving a 
national guarantee to efficiency.” The 
results of. such a policy: in agriculture 
would double the wealth of Ireland in 
ten years, and no enthusiasm for 
“ nascent” industries ought to be allowed 
to distract the nation’s. purpose from that 
goal. No dowbt, Mr. Hogan is right in 
thinking that some stupid farmers will 
resent his premium on efficier:cy-; but an 
intelligent public opinion ought to have 
no mercy upon them. Here, again, the 
Cumann na nGaedheal can do constructive 
work of the most useful kind. 


Strikes and Politics. 


The British public has been relieved so 
greatly as a result of the settlement: of 
the railway strike that few outside the 
actual disputants have shown much 
interest in the terms on which work 
has ‘been resumed. In this connec- 
tion a statement which was issued last 
night by the National Union of Railway- 
men is very significant. Mr. Thomas's 
union was opposed to the strike from the 
very start; but, naturally enough, “ class 


‘loyalty’’ prevented it from taking more 


than a passive part in defeating it. Now 
that it is over, however, the National 
Union declares quite frankly that the 
strike was a stupid mistake. It recognises 
clearly that the terms of settlement could 
have been secured in the normal course of 
peaceful negotiations between managers 
and men, and says that the net result of 
the strike has been the loss of thousands 
of pounds and the expenditure of much 
Mr. Bromley, of course, 
tries to put the best possible face on the 
settlement, and informs his disillusionised 
followers that it really is much better than 
it seems to be. It is nothing of the sort. 
The companies have made a few minor 
concessions in regard to mileage rates, and 
to the qualifications of drivers who are 
engaged on shunting operations, but the 
proposed “cuts’’ will take place accord- 
ing to plan and the strike has been a 
sorry fiasco. Unfortunately, the example 
of the engineers and firemen seems to have 
infected the miners and dockers, since 
both groups announce that they propose 
to strike on their appointed days. The 
dockers are threatening to. strike for 
more money. Their wages have been re- 
duced since 1920, under the Shaw award, 
from 16s. to 10s. a day in London and 
other large ports, and to nine shillings a 
day in less important centres; and now 
they demand an increase of two shillings. 
Ths mentality of all these people is 
difficult to understand. For the first time 


in the history of these islands a Labour 


Government has been installed in Downing 
street ;. yet the first problems which it is 
required to tackle are matters that con- 


cern the rightful use of the strike weapon. 


Probably one of the reasons for this 
apparently stupid procedure may be found 
in the composition of Mr.. Ramsay Mac- 
donald’s Labour Cabinet. The ‘British 
Labour Party is anything but a homo- 
geneous whole. It consists of three main 
groups—namely, the trade unionists, the 
Fabians’ and the Independent Labour 
Party. A considerable section of the

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The Civic Guard. 


“T think you will agree with me when 1 
say that the Civic Guard has a right to be 
proud of Guard O'Halloran.” These words 
were spoken by President Cosgrave yester- 
day, and we shall add that the nation has 
a right to be proud of the Civic Guard. 
Unobtrusively, but without fear or flinch- 
ing, its members have faced manifold 
dangers and have gained the respect of all 
law-abiding «citizens, The murder at 
Baltinglass shows that the task of protect- 
ing the people still entails grave risk.

Dr. George H. P. Hewson displayed the re- 
sources of his own technique and the anew J 
of the. Willis organ at St. Patrick's Cathedra!, 
Dublin, to fine advantage yesterday afternoon. 
It_ was the first of two recitals undertaken for 
the benefit of the Choir Superannuation ‘Fund, 
for which Dean Ovenden: bespoke, in one of 
the intervals, the erous contributions of 
those who had been attracted by the music. 
The second recita] will be given to-morrow 


Dr. Hewson had. chosen a programme to 
suit the particular organ he was playing, 
with its remarkable capacit for massive 
effects, Take this list:—Wagner’s Imperial 
March (why did the programme make French 
of the old ‘‘ Kaiserlicher’’ ’); the Bach 
Passacaglia in C minor; Pierne’s Finale in 
D; César Franck’s Marche Heroique, and the 
Tchaikowski Slav March. ‘The average recita! 
progremme contains not more than half that 
weight; but the selection was right for the 
Cathedral organ, from which the: great: tones 
came rolling out as one rarely hears organ 
tones. 

Dr. Marchant used to delight in ‘showing 
the resources of the organ in this way, and 
Dr. Hewson is right to follow his example. 
Other qualities oí an organ may be well dis- 
played elsewhere; but when you have a par- 
ticularly fine Willis organ in a building that 
takes the sound and rolls it along, massiveness 
may well be spread. People whe do not 
know the organ should not assume that. mas- 
siveness, in this connection, means dulness. 
The contrary is the fact: there is positive ex- 
to the building-up of 
tone-power in works like the Bach Passacaglia, 
the Pierne Finale, and Dr. Hewson’s own ar- 
rangement, of the Slav March: -excitement, 
too, in the gaining intensity of part-work 
against the boom of the pedal foundation. 

By way of relief and contrast, Dr. Hewson 
included Chopin’s Nocturne in E fat, 
Horsmann’s “ The Curfew.’’ Saint-Saéns’s 
Rhapsody’ on an old Breton melody, and 
Pierne’s Berceuse. The last was the most in- 
teresting: its harmonies would have given a 
shock to organists of a generation ago.

The people most heavily hit 
are the youfg workers of London and 
other big cities who have been used to 
travelling with season tickets. Many oi 
these young people have had to pay for 
tram and ‘bus fares in addition to their 
season tickets. 


Air Services. 


During the first few-days of the disloca- 
tion which followed the railway strike the 
‘weather was unsuitable for flying, and the 
air services from London were interfered 
with; but since the return of calmer 
conditions much of the passenger and 
goods traffic which would normally have 
gone by railway and boat has been carried 
by air. This is especially the case with 
regard to merchandise, and a varied assort- 
nent of goods hag been included in the 
cargo of the air liners. Flowers and fruit 
have been ‘regularly arriving from France, 
and the goods consigned from London have 
included motor cycles and platinum. A 
package containing a hundredweight of 
the latter metal, valued at nearly £50,000, 
was taken by aeroplane from Croydon to 
Paris to-day, following a similar consign- 
ment yesterday. It was collected from a 
bank in the City at eleven o'clock, and 
delivered in Paris at hali-past two.

The Government's Duty. 


In the circumstances, it is not unreason 
able for people to expect the Government 
to take all the steps possible to avert a 
strike. Direct interference on the part oí 
the Government in the railway trouble was 
avoided, but many would like to know the 
policy of the Prime Minister and his 
Government in dealing with these indus- 
trial troubles, A miners’ strike is to be 
feared in the not distant future, and, now 
that so many of the most prominent 
leaders of the miners are in the Govern- 
ment, such a strike in their absence may 
prove very difficult to settle. Yet delay 
will cause untold harm to the industry of 
the country. The Prime Minister, no 
doubt, will recognise that he is a trustee 
for the interests of the whole people, and 
not merely a section, and that it will be 
his duty to justify the confidence placed 
in his sense of justice. It is true that he 
stands in a position different from that of 
Prime Ministers of the past, but this 
makes it all the more necessary that he 
should give the public an indication of 
what he means to do. 


Pensions for Widows. 


All.the politica] parties agree in prin- 
ciple as to the desirability of providing 
pensions for widows with young children, 
and, now that it is known that the ex- 
pense to the State will probably not exceed 
something like seventeen imillion pounds, 
it is quite possible that a Bill to provide 
such pensions may be introduced before 
very ams That the expense would be 
justified seems certain; for a widow with 
a young family and no means cannot pos- 
sibly bring up strong and healthy children 
on the meagre allowance given her from 
the rates. A _ soldier’s widow, with her 
fixed income and provisien for every child, 
is able to feed and look after her children 
properly, but a civilian widow usually 
has to. go out to work, and her children 
feed themselves and run wild. 


No. 11 Downing Street. 


When Mr. Lloyd George was Prime

PREMIER’S TELEGRAM. 


The relief to the new. Government 
is indicated’ by the following telegram sent 
yesterday by the Prime Minister to Mr. 
Bramley :—‘* Heartiest 
most sincere thanks for your efforts, com- 
bined with those of your colleagues.”’ 

The value of the preliminary efforts of Mr.

THE MILEAGE CLAUSE. 


' S reported in a special edition of the 


1: “á new agreement means that the mileage 
clauses of the award are to be modified to the 
extent that the wage reduction involved is to 
take effect in instalments. 

The award laid it down that the whole re- 
duction should apply from the third pay-day 
in this month. The contention of the mana 
gers, when the negotiations broke down in 
the middle of last week, was that no purpose 
could be served by a discussion unless the 
Union definitely agreed to the application of 
the award—without discussing any revision 
of it—as a preliminary to such discussion. 

Any question of alleviating hardships was 
to be left for subsequent consideration. Mr. 
Bromleys Executivs declined to commit 
themselves so rigidly. On Monday night and 
yesterday morning the revision of the mileage 
clauses of the award was not only discussed 
but agreed to, and the Union obtained a 
definite undertaking as to what the allevig- 
tions should be before calling off the strike. 

This result confirms iat has been sug- 
gested repeatedly in several qaarters—that if 
old-standing quarrels had not prevented the 
N.U.R. and the Associated Society from 
going to the managers with joint propogals a 
modification designed to soften the effect of 
the mileage clauses could have been obtained 
without a strike.

ALL CLASSES OF TRAFFIC 


ACCEPTED. 

The London, Midland and Scottish Company 
give notice that they will be in a position 
to-day to accept goods and passenger goods 
traffic and live stock for conveyance to Great 
Britain under normal conditions. 

The termination of the railway strike was 
hailed with the utmost satisfaction at the 
Liffey. |Cross-Channel shipping business by 
regular lines of steamers d been reduced 
to a minimum, and, owing to the policy of 
economy im coal consumption, three cross- 
Channel trips were cut out of sailings from 
the Liffey yesterday. A fourth steamer, 
which missed both last Thursday and Mon- 
day’s sailings from Dublin on account of 
little outward cargo being offered to balance 
the cost of fuel for her trip, made no mistake 
in postponing her departure until last night. 

From to-day an improvement in  cross- 
Channel shipping business—both inwards and 
outwards—is expected to take place. 

The traffic in exports of Irish butter, eggs, 
cream, cheese, bacon, and hams has been 
hampered since the rail strike commenced, and 
the all-important live stock businéss has 
suffered heavily. “Employment for dockers, 
checkers and carters has been reduced at the 
Liffey side during the existence of the strike, 
aud large numbers of coal handlers and others 
who are dependent upon the incoming of an 
average of over 20,000 tons of coal every week 
have suffered by the severe “‘clipping” of 
euch traffic. 

Rationing of coals was again the vogue 
yesterday as regards “ bell men,” and many 
carts had to go away empty from the docks 
after a fruitless quest for supplies. 


RELIEF FELT IN CORK. 


News of the settlement of the . railway 
strike was received at Cork with the greatest 
satisfaction. There was only a limited supply 
of coal in stock, which threatened the closing 
down of factories, thus adding to the number 
of unemployed. The shipping services, which 
had been suspended since the strike began, 
will be resumed to-day. 


N.U.R. STATEMENT. 


“The Executive meeting of the N.U.R. ex- 
pressed its very strong opinion upon the fact 
that the points which have been embodied in 
the agreement between the railway managers 
and the Associated Society of motive 
Engineers and Firemen, could have been ob- 
tained at any time by the meeting which the 
managers agreed to hold when the General 
Council of the Trades Union Congrese met 
together with Messrs. Fred.

THREATENED STRIKE NEXT 
MONTH. 


A conference of dockers in London yesterday 
decided to instruct the members to withdraw 
their labour on February 16 in all the ports of 
Great Britain unless in the meantime a satis- 
factory settlement of the wages dispute is ar 
rived at. 

An employer stated yesterday afternoon 
that the Council of Shipping Federation would 
consider the matter to-morrow, He could hold 
out no hope of any improvement of the eitua- 
tion. It was a declaration of war. . It seemed 
to him that the employers had expressed their 
determination, from which they were not 
likely to recede. 

They declare that in the present depressed 
state ofthe shipping industry this could not 
be entertained. 

The conference was called to determine the 
next step to be taken by the Union, and was 
attended by over a hundred delegates, repre- 
senting one hundred and twenty thousand 
dockers.. The proceedings were private. Some 
delegates were empowered to demand an im- 
mediate strike. 

At the close of the conference an official 
statement was issued stating that the confer- 
ence, after hearing the report of the Nego 
tiating Committee and reports from delegates 
from all. parts of the country, had decided to 
instruct members to withdraw their labour on 
February 16 in all the ports of Britain unless in 
the meantime a settlement satisfactory to the 
conference was reached.

FEARFUL OF THE FUTURE.

Capital and Labour. dined together at the 
Trocadero Restaurant in London last night, 
and afterwards exchanged compliments. e 
occasion was the fifth annual dinner of the 


London Iron and Steel Exchange. 


Sir Peter Rylands, p ing the toast of 
“The Exchange,” said that during the last 
five years they had been subjected to a series 
of interruptions and serious difficulties due to 
labour disputes—first on the railways, then in 
coal, then in transport. But there was 
another storm which was raging upon the in- 
dustry at the A gp time, and that was the 
storm which blew very strongly and power- 
fully from the East. 

“We manufacturers,” said Sir Peter, 
“desire to be most sympathetic with those 
who wish for the extortion from Gegmany of 
the largest possible reparations, if only as a 
punishment for Germany for her conduct 
during the past ten years; but we British 
steel-makers have this very uneasy feeling at 
the back of our minds that when those 
reparations come to be paid they will be paid 
in steel—in. billets, rods, sections, and things 
of that kind—extremely desirable, no doubt, 
to those who handle those products, but which 
will make for a largely increased volume oí 
our stee] manufacturers’ discontent. 


THE SILVER LINING. 

**So we are torn between the desire to 
alleviate the burden of the British taxpayer 
and the desire that that alleviation shall not 
be entirely at our expense. 

“ But the clouds are lifting. There is a 
silver lining. We have now a Government. 
(Laughter and cries of *‘ No.’’) The associa- 
tion which we iron and steel men have had 
with men like Mr. John Hodge certainly does 
not make us feel that our flesh is creeping bv 
the thought of the advent of a Labour 
Administration. 

“The Labour Government wili-be judged 
by its works. We are not going to judge it 
by its oratory at the street corners. We be- 
lieve that it is actuated by a sincere desire 
for the welfare of our country and of o 
Empire. They may make mistakes, but 
hope they will be given a chance. We shal] 
see whether they will make good, and, if 
they can make good, I for one am not going 
to grudge them any gratitude which they 
enjoy.” 

Sir Peter added that he did not look for- 
ward to the future with fear. He looked 
forward with confidence, (Cheers.) 


LABOUR LEADER S VIEWS. 

The Chairman, Mr. H. J. Skelton, replying 
to the toast, said the new Government seemed 
to have caused fear and trepidation amongst 
many people, but he was not afraid of the 
advent to power of those who were called 
Labourites or Socialists. They would have to 
deal with the two great problems of unemploy- 
ment and housing, which they were all 
anxious to see dealt with and sglved. 

Mr. John Hodge, responding for the 
visitors, said that there was not the least 
doubt that responsibility sobered men, and 
he thought Mr. Macdonald in his Albert Hall 
speech demonstrated that he was only going 
to take one step at a time. 

“* Generally ge you people are afraid 
of Socialism. Well, you are the people who 
are preparing the ground for it. The great 
combines that are being formed in this and 
other countries are simply an evolutionary 
process. Once steel and ironworks and tin- 

late works are all in one big combine it will 

e so easy then to socialise it. It is a process 
of evolution.” - 

One remarkable feature of the Labour 
Party’s advent to power was that people had 
become reconciled to it, continued Mr. Hodge. 
Even the chairnfen of the great banking com- 
we had been ‘blessing it. He did not 

now be that was, unless it were that War 
Stock had increased in value since the Labour 
Government came into power. 

Declaring that he was no believer in strikes 
or lock-outs, Mr. Hodge said :—“I£ war be- 
tween nations is bad, industria] war is equally 
bad. I believe Mr. Bromley does not believe 
in war between nations. I wish he would 
translate that in industry. I do not think 
any section of the community during the 
period which has elapsed since the war ter- 
minated has been better off than railway- 
men. 

‘* We steelworkers have had to tighten our 
belts, the railwaymen have not, and prob- 
ably we might retort. to Mr. Bromley and say 
that the position that the railwaymen hold 
to-day has been obtained at the expense of 
other workers. 

“He (Mr. Bromley) has been boasting 
about what has been gained from the railway 
companies at the present moment, and that 
by what they have gained the expense of the 
strike will have been squared. Nay, it has 
not been squared, because of the thousands 
of men who have been thrown idle by his 
own fellow-workers as the consequence of the 
action which ‘he took. 

‘It is always very good to be strong in 
pacifism as between nations. We want 
pacifism as between workers and their em- 
ployers. Mind you, that is not to say that 
all employers are good. For forty years ] 
have had my hands in the kets of the 
employers in the iron and TR sor ha and 
I think they have rather liked it. (Laughter. ) 
Otherwise they and I would not be on good 
friends. (A Voice “Yon know how to 
manage them, sir”) Of course, it is the 
study of psychology.”” 


GREECE AND CORFU. 


FEARS OF ITALY AND YUGO.- 


SLAVIA.

ATHENS, Tuesday. 

The Greek leaders fear that Italy may  at- 
tempt to take Corfu, and that Yugo-Slavia 
may take Salonica, under the new entente be- 
tween these two States. 

It is reported here that the Italian Govern- 
ment is already establishing a foothold in 
Corfu, by persuading thousands of Corfu 
Greeks, of Maltese origin, to become 
naturalised Italians, in order to escape ser- 
vice in the Greek Army. Italy is promising 
them that they will not be called for service 
in the Italian Army. Many hundreds have 
already been naturalised. 

Greek diplomats are pointing out that 
neither Italy nor Yugo-Slavia has powerful 
and friendly neighbours to justify the entente, 
but that both covet Greece’s rich prizes. 

The development of Yugo-Slavia is pushing 
its influence irresistibly toward the harbour 
of Salonica, one of the greatest of commercial 
military bases in South-Eastern Europe. . It 
is only forty miles from the Serbian frontier.

FRENCH BIRTH-RATE. 


STATISTICS SHOW FURTHER 


DECREASE. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

The National Alliance for the Increase of 

the French Population publishes figures show- 
ing the birth-rate statistics for the ten largest 
voy in France in 1923 as compared with 
1922. 
The 1922 figure for Paris was 48,041 and the 
19235 figure 46.451, or a decrease of 1,590. 
Marseilles, Lyons, Lille and Strasbourg all 
show increasés not exceeding 200. Bordeaux, 
Nantes, Toulouse, Saint Etienne and Le Havre 
show decreases ranging from 98 to 254. 

The total for the ten cities amounted to 
94,305 in 1922 and 92,674 in 1923, or a total 
decrease of 1,631. In 1921 the number of 
births for the same ten cities amounted to 
105,129. 

The number of marriages fell from 75,251 in 
1921 to 65,840 in 1922 and 59,227 in 1923. 
The number of deaths also decreased, but not 
in the same proportions. Thus. from 86,614 in 
1921 the deaths fell to 84,778 in 1922 and 
84,552 in 1923.—(Reuter.)

THE INDIAN ASSEMBLY. 


CONSTLTUTLONAL 
DIFFICULTLES.

Commenting editorially upon the meeting of 
the new ‘Indian Legislative Assembly in Deihi 
to-morrow’ ahd the constitutional difficulties 
which face the Government of India, The 

nt appears a 
timely méssage to India from Mr. ‘sania 
Macdonald, who has become’ Prime Minister 
sitice it was written. Declaring his conviction 
that well-rooted progress can he carried on 
only by political or constitutional ways, and 
that revolutionary movements lead through 
suffering and evil tempers to a return to the 
broken contracts, he firmly announced that no 
party in Great Britain will be cowed by 
threats of force or by policies designed to 
bring government to a stand-still. As u state- 
ment of the immediate situation nothing could 
be better; but in the special circumstances of 
the ‘Labour Government the matter cannot 
rest there. Parliament will be confronted in 
the near future by a demand from nearly all 
political parties in India for a revision of the 
Constitution before the vear prescribed in the 
Act—1929. While Mr. Macdonald himself may 
be free from embatrassing pledges, some of 
his colleagues are not. 

We have given our reasons for the belief 
that the immediate revision of the Constitu- 
tion is not necessary, and may be to the 
serious disadvantage of India. They are, in 
brief, that nowhere in India is there the pos- 


the Swaraj Party is divided into many sec- 
tions. In such circumstances any extension 
of responsible Government may be reactionary 
rather than progressive, and the present Con- 
stitution contains great possibilities of expan- 
sion from within. But the Indian question 
cannot be allowed to drift, and we venture 
to urge on the Prime Minister the import- 
ance of reaching. an early decision on this 
issue, and taking counsel with the Opposition 
on the lines of the procedure of 1919. 
Nothing could be more disastrous than to 
allow Indian questions to beeome the sport 
of party, or the Government of India to be 
paralysed by the invertebracy of indecision.

STEPS TO HELP 
FARMERS. 


KNCOURAGEMENTOF 
EFFICIENCY. 
NO EXTRAVAGANCE, 


-- +---->--- ~— 


Important speeches were made by 
President Cosgrave and Mr. P. J. Hogan, 
Minister for Agriculture, at the first 
annual convention of the Cumann na 
nGaedheal, which was opened yesterday 
in Dublin. 

The President spoke strongly on the 
need of economy in every department of 
the State, and said that the Government, s 
outlook was governed by the fact that the 
Budget must be balanced. 

Agriculture produced about 70 per cent. 
of the national wealth, and its needs had 
first claim on the Government's considera- 
tion. There was room for greater en- 
thusiasm about Irish goods. 

The country could not afford to support 
waste or to give soft jobs to persons who 
were looking for them. No honest man 
would seek a soft job, and no honest man 
would give one. 

The President concluded by making three 
announcements of the first importance :—(1) 
That the Government had accepted an in 
vitation from the British Government to 
attend a conference on the boundary 
problem; (2) that a bill, which would “ effect 
a considerable improvement’ in the railway 
service, would be introduced in the Dail at 
an early date; (3) that the whole question of 
drainage was under consideration. 

Mr. Hogan spoke of the need of efficiency 
on the farm. The milk yield from dairy 
cows must be increased; the quality of the 
beef cattle must be improved, and the butter. 
eggs and bacon exported from Ireland must 
be of the best quality. Those were the only 
methods by which a better place in the 
markets could be won and held. 

The Government's policy was “to put a 
prentium on efficiency, but giving a national 
guarantee to efliciency.”’ Legislation would 
be introduced for the grading of butter, egus 
and bacon. | 

Dr. MacNeill, Minister for Education. and 
President of the organisation, occupied the 
chair, and delegates were present from every 
constituency in the Free State. 


PRESIDENT’S SPEECH.

ECONOMY THE WATCHWORD. 


“We must balance our National Budget. 
That, said President Cosgrave, in the course 
of his speech, surnmed up the Government's 
outlook on National affairs. Within the 
National Budget, then, they were to look for 
anv improvements that were to be 
and there was no use in tabling attractive pro 
grammes, the expense of which was beyond 
the capacity of the country to bear. 

Tt would be necessary always to consider 
that while thev occupied the position of trus- 
tees for the nation they should see that no in 
roads were made on the resources of the 
country for which future generations would be 
called upon to pay. Thev would have te con 
sider every service according to its cost and 
value. They should balance normal services 
with abnormal services, and thev should be 
prepared to meet and defeat, extravagant pro- 
posals, even when those proposals were forti 
fied by arguments that if a serious national 
crisia occurred to-morrow the Government 
would not hesitate to borrow large sums.of 
money to deal with it. |

Thera 
was little use in keeping alive industries that 
did not serve a useful public purpose. They 
could not afford at the present time of their 
lives.to support waste. They could not afford 
to supply soft jobs to people, and a great 
many, by reason of the experience of the last 
few years, were out for soft jobs. No honest 
man would look for a soft job, and no. honest 
man ‘should give a soft job. (Applause.) 

In considering the balancing of the Budget 
they were faced with a problem that had 
puzzled many statesmen in Europe. I[t was 
just as important as balancing the budget in 
every household itr the land. If a man in his 
own household lived beyond his means he 
injured someone. If the nation lived bevond 
its means incalculable injury followed. 

INTER-DEPEN DENCE. 

In considering the economic situation they 
had to realise that there was an inter- 
dependence between nations, and that the 
extraordinary damage caused on the Continent 
had had its repercussion in their own country. 
They could not wipe out the events of the 
last ten years in Europe or the events of the 
last one hundred years in ‘Ireland by a few 
Acts of Parliament. 

The same remarks applied to the various 
other services of the State that they were 
administering. If it should happen that dis- 
orders were rampant throughout the countrv 
and an undue establishment at an undue cost 
were to be demanded from the Ministry of

AGRICULTURE’S NEEDS. 
SEEKING EFFICIENCY. 

Mr. P. J. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that they could all agree with the view 
tnat the person who spoke for agriculture at 
the present time held a serious responsibility. 
They had been told by the Chairman and the 
President that agriculture was the foundation 
of their national economic life. They had 
been told that agriculture produced at least 
seventy per cent. of the total wealth of the 
country—the wealth that kept every single 
one of them. That fact had often been ex- 
pressed, but he hoped that it was a fact that 
was realised. : 

Realisation of it was a first necessity if 
they were to keep their perspective, and if 
they were to face that period of reconstruc- 
tion and development which, they were en- 
titled to expect, was coming. 

Agriculture was the particular industry a. 
the moment which produced at least 70 
per cent. of the wealth that paid, not alone 
the farmer, but every one, no matter what 
his walk in life might be. If they started 
with that guiding rule then they knew how 
much and how little to expect, and where 
exactly they should apply their energies. It 
was also necessary to realise what precisely 
agriculture was in Ireland. 

THE KEYSTONE. 

Virst of all, it was their great dairying 
industry, Dairying in Ireland was the key- 
stone of the arch. Next came their live 
stock industry, and after that their poultry. 
Those produced at least 95 per cent. of the 
wealth produced by agriculture. There were 
people who thought that the se Sú develop 
the sugar beet industry—and he hoped that 
they would do so when the other problem 
was solved—but they had to take first things 
first. 

They were not to think that because 
dairying and poultry formed the mainstay of 
agriculture there was something wrong with 
the svstem. He regarded it, however, as his 
first duty to attend to those particular aspects 
of the industry. He had said that the great 
dairying industry, which was mainly in the 
South and well represented in the North, was 
the foundation of their agriculture, just as 
the latter was the foundation of the economy 
of the country. 

He was not talking “shop ” when he asked 
them to consider for a moment what the big 
problem was that faced the particular mau 
who was Minister of Agriculture at the 
moment, and the problem that would face 
the occupant of that office for a long time to 
come. That problem could be expressed 
very simply. It was: To produce a milch 
cow that would be able to produce, not only 
as much, but even more milk than the best 
cow in the best country that competed with 
them in the greatest markets; and after that 
to produce meat that would enable them to 
ecmpete with their greatest competitors in 
that particular commodity. That problem 
solved, they would have gone a long ‘ay to 
develop agriculture and ó an important, s de 
lines in which so many people were interested. 

Any farmer would understand what a tre- 
mendous problem it was. It was a problem 
. that was not in Denmark, Holland or Sweden, 
or in auy other country in Europe. He would 
be a ws, Bo daring and, perhaps, a rash man 
who attempted at the present juncture to 
suggest that the policy of the Free State 
should be entirely concerned with producing 
what the Danes produced from their dairying 
industry, namely, butter and pigs (for bacon 
was really a by-product of the dairying in- 


dustry). 
BEEF TRADE. 

We have to do more than that. We have 
a beef trade that is able to beat Canada and 
able to compete with England itself, and we 
cannot afford to ignore that, and although 


we recognise that dairying is the foundation 


of our industry, we have the other problem: 
that we must also produce beef that is good 
enough to compete with the beef of those 
countries that are producing nothing else, 
and that are competing with us in the main 
markets. 

That was the problem which had been 
agitating his mind for a year. He had dis- 
cussed it with influential organisations— 
organisations of farmers all over the country. 
It was a problem that could never be solved 
without the intelligent co-operation of the 
farmers of the country, who realised, first of 
all, that it was there; and, secondly, that 
they would have to make whatever sacrifices 
were necessary for its proper solution. 

We have our big programme and our policy 
at the moment, But it cannot be discussed 
here; but I ask you to look at the problem 
as a problem that must be solved immediately. 
There was another question in which, even to 
a greater degree, the co-operation of the 
farmers was required. 

In normal times there was neither an easy 
nor an affluent living in farming. The farmer 
had to work hard, and in normal times his 
living was a poor one unless he dould produce 
& first class article, and keep producing it. 
It was an age of organisation and specialisa- 
tion, and when a product was not first class 
it had no chance in the world markets. 

We are out in the world now. We have 
to compete with the rest of the world on 
equal terms. That is what we were asking 
for for such a long time, and when we were 
asking for it some of us did not realise, 
perhaps, that we were asking for something 
that not only gave us rights, but duties. We 
have got responsibility now, and nothing in 
the Treaty can provide us with an excuse for 
‘being unable to compete with the first class 
nations of Europe in any of the markets. 
If we fail to produce an article capable of 
competing with the very best article of the 
same kind put on the market by any of our 
rivals it is our own fault. 


FARMERS’ DUTY. 


“We have a duty in the matter, but the 
farmers themselves have also a duty. We 
are prepared to do ours.

THE CHAIRMAN. 
WORK OF ORGANISATION. 


Dr. MacNeill declared that the existence 
of an organisation. like Cumann-na-nGaedheal 
was most necessary now that they had control 
of their own affairs and power to shape 
their own destiny. Serious problems con- 
fronted them. Their country was unnaturally 
divided into two distinct areas of \ political 
administration. That division ~y were all 
anxious to remove. (Applause.) Apart from 
it, they had achieved the ful] sovereign status 
of an independent nation. 

Lhe particular disease from which most 
countries suffered at the present time ¢con- 
sisted of a wholly exaggerated idea of the 
State as embodied in the Government. They 
were living in an age of State worship, and 
all of them were more or less tainted by 
that form of idolatory. The machinery of the 
State was only the instrument of the people, 
and it was a folly that did not have to be 
characterised in terms to say that the people 
were dependent on that instrument. 

The Government should not be regarded as 
a spoon-feeding institution, and it was the 
duty of citizens to realise the part that they 
wo 'S and should, take in shaping the for- 
tunes of their country. One of the principal 
aims of Cumann-na-nGaedheal should be to 
build up in the rural districts a standard of 
life that would not be inferior to the life 
in the towns, and to raise the standard of 
economic and cultural life in every parish in 
the country. 

AGENDA. 

There were over sixty items on the agenda, 
and those included twenty-one amendments 
to the rules. 

One of the aims of the organisation is set 
out in the following rule:—‘* To secure the 
unity of Ireland, and to combine the divergent 
elements of the nation in a common bond of 
citizenship in -harmony with national 
security.” i 

An amendment tabled for digeussion soughy 
to have the last part of the above sentence 
altered to read as follows:—‘* And achieve 
the unity and complete independence of our 
nation.”” «The fate of that amendment was 
not disclosed. 

One of the resolutions se, down for con- 
sideration dealt with the necessity of estab- 
lishing Government guaranteed insurance com- 
panies to prevent the drain of large sums of 
money from the country by Fnglish insurance 
companies; and another suggested that the 
same facilities as given to members of. the 
National Army for entering the Government 
departmental services be given to members 
of the old I.R.A. and Sinn Fein organisation 
who had given support, though not in active 
military service. 


RECEPTION. 


MR. O’HIGGINS AND A 
CRIMELESS COUNTRY. 


A reception of delegates and visitors by 
the President was held in the Mansion House 
at 8 p.m. The attendance included :— Mrs. 
Cosgrave, Mr. Mulcahy, Minister for Defence ; 
Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance; Mrs. 
Blyth, Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Home 
Affairs; Mr. P. J. Hogan, Minister for Agri-

SOME ALTERNATLYE 
PLANS. 


From Our Own COoRRESPONDENT. 
 « LONDON, Tuesday. 

Tt is understood that the Cabinet has had 
under review the scheme fort developing Singa- 
pore Naval Base at a cost of #9,000,0u0, 
which the late Government had approved. 

An important modification of the original 
scheme may now be announced. 

It is stated that the Admiralty, while in- 
sisting on the need for providing modern 
dockyard facilities at Singapore in the in- 
teresta of Imperial defence, are not obstin- 
ately wedded to the original plans, which 
called for the building of a huge graving 
dock, capable of accommodating two super- 
Dreadnoughts at once. 

The excavation and equipment of this great 
dock would’ account for a large percentage of 
the estimated outlay. 

There are two alternatives to the project, 


either of which would involve considerably | 


less expense, and there is reason to believe 
that the Admiralty are prepared, if need be, 
to adopt one or the other, instead of pressing 
for the completion of the initial scheme. - 

_ The first alternative is to enlarge the exist- 
ing dry dock at Singapore, which is ablo to 
take vessels of 850 feet in length, 92 feet 
beam, and 32 feet draught, 


deépened by 15 feet, it would then be large 
enough to.fake any vessel built, or likely to 
be built, for the British Navy, including the 
Hood and the two new battleships. 

The second, and the cheaper and the more 
practicable alternative, is to send out to 
Singapore one of the two ex-German monster 
floating docks surrendered to “us after the 
Peace Treaty. The largest of these, which hax 
lately been repaired and lengthened at Chat- 
ham, will now accommodate any British 
warship. 

To take such a mammoth structure from 
England to the Straits Settlements—a journey 
of 8,000 miles—would be a difficult and 
hazardous undertaking, but big docks before 
now have been towed distances quite as great 
without misadventure. Moreover, as the 
Admiralty admit, the dock in question could 
be passed art 9 the Suez Canal. Dredgin 
operations would, of course, be necessary a 
Singapore to provide a berth for it, but the 
cost of such work, superadded to the towing 
charges, would be insignificant compared with 
So se of building a new dry dock on the 
spot. 

From the naval point of view. there is 
little to choose between dry and floating 
docks, one type being as efficient as the other, 
though the latter have the additional ad- 
vantage of mobility. 

A further reason for sending out an ex- 
German floating dock is that it would be 
available for immediate use, whereas the new 
graving dock would not have been completed 
for years. 

It seems probable, therefore, that the Singa- 
pere scheme will be modified on the lines in- 
dicated at a substantial saving of public 
money. 

At the same time, the Admiralty intend to 
press for the completion of the new work- 
shops, naval magazines, and oil tanks, with- 
out which the Eastern base would not be in a 
position to provide for the requirements of a 
batile fleet.

MR. THOMAS'S VIEW OF 
LABOUR. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas, M.P., the new Colonial 
Secretary, was questioned concerning the 
Singapore Base yesterday, in the course of a 
talk with Overseas Pressmen, but replied that 
he cotld not discuss the matter, as the Cabinet 

be issuing a statement. 

“The Empire is safe’’ was the theme of 
Mr. Thomas's talk. He was already con- 
vinced, he said, that the Empire could be 
developed by England’s unemployed, assisted 

the expenditure.of money overseas. He 
explained that he was thinking principally of 
railways, and that he hoped to make a state- 
ment soon. He hinted at a coming visit to 
Australia and other Dominions. 

He trusted that the Government would 
never cause them to regard Labour otherwise 
than with the confidence of one friend to 
another, and that when the time came for 
Labour to surrender the seals of office none 
would be able to say that the Empire was 
less. great as the result of a Labour 
Administration. 

In a reference to Kenya Mr. Thomas said 
that he had made up his mind that Labour's 
first duty was to the African natives.

NORTHERN HIGH COURT. 


A £600 BETTING CLAIM. 


A Clones man, Mr. John O'Reilly, grocer, 
of 35 Fermanagh street, who claimed to have 
won about £600 in six days by betting, sued 
a Belfast commission agent, Mr. Robert Ken- 
nedy, 8 Wilson’s court, Belfast, and sought to 
have an account taken out betweer the parties 
in respect of betting transactions. 

The transactions between the parties took 

lace over the telephone in the months of 
farch and April last year. 

Mr. A. B. Babington, K.C., with Mr. W. 
F. McCoy (instructed by Major Fitzgerald, 
Monaghan), appeared for the plaintiff. Mr. 
. G. Barron) 
was for the defendant. 

Mr. Babington, in opening the case, said 
that the plaintiff was introduced to the de- 
fendant by a mutual friend. They had a 
conversation, and it was arranged that Mr. 
Kennedy should carry out commissions on the 
plaintiff's behalf. O'Reilly paid down a sum 
of £7 as a guarantee of good faith on 27th 
March last. Having made these bets, O'Reilly 
tald the defendant that he did not wish to 
trade in his own name, but in the name of 
John Ford, 35 Fermanagh street, Clones. 

According to O'Reilly, counsel went on, in 
the week beginning 14th April the plaintiff 
ucky week. “He won in or 
about £600 during the week from 14th April 
to 20th April,” said counsel, “and it is that 
amount the plaintiff claims’ After this 
successful. week, said counsel, no further 
accounts were delivered by the defendant. 

Evidence was given by Mr, O'Reilly in 
support of counsel’s statement. Concerning 
what was described as the plaintifi's winning 
week, witness said that as a! result of those 
transactions the defendant might owe him 
£888 10s. 

“How much does he owe you” queried the 
Judge, who added that he was told the 
amount was £700. Witness replied about 
£700, but stated that he had not kept an 
accurate account of the transactions. 

Detailing the circumstances under which the 
betting ceased, witness stated that when he 
rang up the defendant on the Tuesday follow- 
ing his *‘ lucky ” week Kennedy told Pa that 
witness had deceived him, Kennedy said he 
had given a wrong name, and that he would 
have nothing more to do with witness. 

There was sOme amusement in court when 
witness proceeded: ‘“‘ Kennedy asked me who 
was my clergyman. [I said we had Dr, Day, 
Dr, McNeill, three curates, and | also gave 
the names of the Protestant clergy. He said 
he would come up to Clones and take me 
before them.” 

His Lordship—Before the whole Jot '—Some 
of them. 

Counsel for the defence suggested that the 
witness owed Shortt and Carr money, and 
witness replied that these men owed him £600 
or £700. 

“You are very unfortunate in your book- 
makers,’’ said counsel, who asked witness if 
he owed Mr. Dick Duggan. Dublin, anything. 

“I don’t know,” replied witness, who was 
next asked how much he owed O'Callaghan, 
Dundalk. Counsel suggested witness owéd 
the man £150 1s. 6d. on 18th April last. 
Witness replied that there was a big amount 
paid off that, 

Counsel suggested that witness owed H. and 
T. MeAlinden money, and O'Reilly admitted 
he might owe something. 

Mr. Lowry—You failed as a publican ?—Yes. 

And carried a composition ?-— Yes, six years 
ago. 

_ Mr. Lowry also suggested that there were 
judgments against the plaintiff, who admitted 
that there might be one, 

Robert Kennedy was called by Mr. Babing- 
ton, and stated that on the evening that the 
cheque for £47 odd was posted by O'Reilly 
the plaintiff was aware that he had a winning 
balance to his credit. The cheque was sent 
on a Saturday on which the plaintiff had won 
the bulk of the money in question. As a 
result of conversation he discovered that Ford, 
with ‘whom he was doing business, and 
O'Reilly were the same person. He then con- 
sulted his soliciter, who advised him not to 
pay, and he decided to let the law determine 
the matter. 

His Lordship dismissed the action, with 
costs, stating that the bets were direct 
between O'Reilly, under the name of Ford, 
with Kennedy, and there were no books kept 
by Kennedy to show he had acted as agent 
for anybody else. The real reason why Ken- 
nedy efended the action was because he felt 
he was deceived by O'Reilly in trading with 
him in. the name of Ford, and that if a had 
been aware of this the defendant would have 
known the plaintiff was not a reliable 
character and was in debt to a considerable 
number of other bookmakers, Nobody was 
able to suggest that Kennedy’s hooks were not 
most perfectly and admirably kept, and there 
r nothing whatever against his character. 

t was when he found out who O’Reilly was, 
and believing that he had been tricked, that 
the defendant, Kennedy, had consulted his 
solicitor, who had advised him not to pay. 
The Judge held that Kennedy was not an 
agent, and, as stated, dismissed the action 
with costs.

ARMED WOMAN.

JEWEL ROBBERY FRUSTRATED 


. PARIS, Tuesday. 

Following on Saturday's attack on a 
jeweller’s establishment in the Place Ven- 
dome, a second scene of the same kind has 
occurred in the Palais Royal, but with less 
tragic results. . 

At about 10 a.m. the owner of one of the 
numerous jewellers’ shops in the Galerie de 
Valois, a colonnade running down the side of 
the Palais Royal Gardens, was arranging his 
shop window, and for this purpose had opened 
his safe and placed a certain number of pieces 
of jewellery on a table. 

At this moment a young man well dressed 
entered the shop and asked M. Goy, the 
owner, to show him some watches. When 


he had made his choice, and M. Gov was Í 


taking from a drawer beneath the counter 
two cases of watches, the young man drew 
a revolver from his pocket, and pointing it at 
the jeweller demanded his money ana 
jewellery, 

M. Gov, although a slight and elderly man, 
nevertheless struck his assailant, at the same 
time calling for help. His cries were heard 
by his wife, who, after having provided her- 
self with a revolver, ran downstairs into the 
shop. The brigand thereupon turned and 
fled. Mme. Goy, without stopping to ask 
her husband for an explanation, went out into 
the gardens and fired on the man as he ran. 
The shot went wide, but attracted the atten- 
tion of a number of passers-by, who en- 
deavoured to stop the runaway. 

Among those who tried to bar his passage 
was an Englishman, a Mr. Garrett, who seized 
the bandit, but the latter threw him down 
and continued his flight. A little further on 
a soldier threw his knapsack between his 
legs. but the bandit continued his course, 
until he was finally stopped by a policeman 
near the Louvre. 

At the police station he stated that he was 
a Spaniard, and that he had come to Paris in 
order to avoid being enrolled in the S;anish 
Army and being sent to Morocco. Ín his

The serious losses sustained by the company 
during the last three years as a result of the 
undue depression in the tank steamer freight 
market have been the sabject of protracted 
negotiations with the Eagle Oil Transport 
Company, Ltd., as a result of which a more 
satisfactory arrangement has now been made 
with that company. The main sources to 
which the company were looking to obtain 
early future production have not yet, despite 
continued activity, been develope sufficiently 
to warrant definite conclusions. In the large 
area south of the Tuxpam River drilling 
on the company’s Cazones roperties 
in Palma Sola has hot so far back suc- 
cessful.
